“ton, and an attentive consideration, of facts relative to this distemper, have been 


Sormed the following Rules. 


1, As safety from danger entirely depends on cleanliness and fresh 
air, the room door ofa patient ill of an infectious fever, especially 
in the habitations of the poor, should never be shut ; a window in 
it, during the day, ought to be frequently opened. Such regulations 
Would be highly useful, both to the patient and nurses; but are 
Particularly important, previous to the arrival of any visitor. 


2. The bed curtains should never be close drawn round the pa- 
Nent ; but only on the side next the light, so as to shade the face. 


3. Dirty clothes, utensils, &c. should be frequently changed, im- 


ediately immersed in cold water, and washed clean when taken out 
Of it, 


4. All discharges from the patient should be instantly removed. 
The floor near the patient’s bed should be rubbed clean every day 
With a wet mop or cloth. 


s. The air ina sick room has, at the same time, a more infectious 
‘uality in some parts of it than in others. Visitors and attendants 
Should avoid the current of the patient’s breath,—the air which 
ascends from his body, especially if the bed curtains be closed,—and 
the vapour arising from all evacuations. ‘When medical or other 


duties require a visitor to be placed in these situations of danger, 
infection may be frequently prevented by a temporary suspension of 
respiration. 


6. Visitors should not go into an infectious chamber with an 
empty stomach ; and, in doubtful circumstances, on coming out, 
they should blow from the nose, and spit from the mouth, any

of Commons appointed to consider of the present 
High Price of P¥ovisions: 


Your Committee beg leave 6 lay befdré the 
C, Oggi Supplement to their First Report, a 
‘ment of some of the various modes in which 
Rice has been used, which afford the strongest 
Corifirmation of the opinion @xpressed ih thal Re: 
port, that the quantity of food to be derived from 
equal quantities of Rice and Wheat is, in a ver 
gteat proy m, in favour of the former. They 
think it necessary also to obsdrve, that thie &tremeée 
utility of this article; particularly as the fodd of 
children, reuders it highly desireable that it should 
in nodegree be. applied to unnecessary Consumps 
tion; and that those families; wHich make up for 
the retrenchment of a certain quantity of Bread 
and Flour, by the use of Rice in any thing nedr an 
equal quantity, instead of forwarding the object of 
His Majesty’s Proclamation; directly counteract 
it. 

It appears ftom the’ evidence of Mr, Bernard; 
Treasurer of the Foundling Hospital, that the use 
of Rice has been adopted im that charity; in a very 
corisiderable extent, ever since July: 1795; and 
that it has been found a wholesome and nutritious 
food, It has been giveis to the children for their 
dinner, two days in the week, in the reom of pud- 
ding made of Flour and Suet; 21 lbs. of Rice; 
sozked in water over night, and baked with 13 gal. 
lons of milk and Glbs. of treacle, have been found 
“to be a suiticient meal for 170 children, and fulby 
equivalent to their former food, consisting of 
1G8lbs. of Flour, with 20 gallons of milk, 20163. of 
suet; and some other ingredients. The saving to 
the Hoypital (when Flour was 31d, per Ib. or 75s. 
per sack, and Rice 2!d, per 1b. or about 23. per 
cwt.), was 51. 16s. 1d. out of 7h. 12s. 10d, (the 
cost of two weekly meals) or above 300}. per an= .' 
num,’ being more thaa 35s. per head; and the di- 
minution of the annual consumption’ of Flour was 
above 17,000lbs. Since the time.at which this 
calculation was made, the priceof Rice has risen ina 
greater proportion than the price of Flour, yet the 
amount of ‘the greater increase upoh a small quan- 
tity of Rice is so much less than that of the smaller 
increase upon a large quantity of Flour, that the 
pecuniary saving to the Hospital would, upon the 
same number of children, be much greater at tae 
present moment than whathas been above stated, 
The advance upon Flour, from’ 75s. per gs 
120s. adds about 27s. to the cost of each we: 
meal for 170 children ; the advance of Rice from , 
about. 23s. per owt. to 46s. adds only 4s, 44 
the same. — Since that time ‘the number of children 
has mMereased. to 220; and they have néw aise 
Rice po se for their: breakfast: three days 2 
week ; the saving in money and in flour is theres 
fore proportionably inercaséd. 

Your Committee have submitted this minute dea 


tail to theattention of the House, for the purpose 


ot obviating the impression, that tlie present dears 
ness of Rice nearly “precludes all saving of exs 


pence, by the substitution ofthat article in the 
pluce of Flour.—When the great supplics which 
are expected arrive, the price must undoubtedly 
fall, and the advantage in that respect will increase 
ina very large pruportion. But at the present 
rates of Rice and Ftour, it js still so considerable 
as to be, even in that point of view alone, an ob 
Ject of great importance, . After an experiment, - 
carried. on to such an extent, for such a length of 
tune, aud upon sueh:a number of children of all 
ages, from the age of four to fourteen, without the 
least detriment to their. health, under the care of a 
Gentleman, whose exemplar y attention fo the-con- 
cerns of this Charity entitles his evidencé to the 
greatest credit, it cannot be doubted, that the use 
of this article, as a part of the food ef chiddren, will 
be attended with the greatest advantage, by dimi- 
nishing both the expence of their maintenaice ad 
the consumption of Flour. 

It is also stated by Mr. Bernard, that, to dress 
the Rite to advantage, it should be boiled genily 
for three hours (or if in soft water for a less time)

Mr. Bernard ‘also informed your Committee, 
that Rice had been used, exte ly and benefi- 
cially, ‘by the directions of the Bishop of Durham, 
in the subsistence of labourers a Durham, Rishop’s 
Auckland, and‘ Mongewell, and various other 
places, according to a‘receipt, by which from 6 to 
$lbs. of food were preduced from Hb. of Rice 
boiled m three quarts of water, with the addition 

| of one ounce of hog’s lard or hog’s fat, and a little 
salt and allspice. | 

Some further experiments, made by the same 
Gentleman, on the use of Rice mixed with Flour 
ii making bread, are also inserted m the Appen- 
dix; together with a letter from the Rev. Mr. 
Smith, of Wendever, by which it appears, that 
when Flour was 3d. per lb. and Rice 4d, per tb. 
Bread was made, of an excellent quality, at’ihe 
rate of 1s. 4d: per quartern loat, by mixing @ tbs. 
of Rice with 11 Ibs.-of Flour, and preparing it 
in the manner there-stated.. .The Flour used in 
this experiment was mace from. Foreign Wheat; 
coarsely dressed, so that 46 !bs. of Flour were pro- 
duced from a bushel of Wheat weighing 56 Ibs. 

It has also been stated to your Committee, by 
Mr>Vansittart (Member for the county of Berks) 
that has Yound, by repeated. trials, that 6 tbs. of 
Flour with 1 Ib. of Rice produced 11 Ib. 8 oz. of 
very good Bread, and that such Bread has been 
used without complaint im his family, at the redus 
ced: allowance of ten ounces per day toc each per- 
son: 7 Ibs. of Flour usually make 8 lbs. 11 oz. of 
Beead,. The ticrease of the quantity of Bread, by 
using Rice’in that proportion liskead Of Flour, 13 
therefore 2 lbs. 13 0z.; end it appears from 
thence, that the additional Bread produced by add- 
ing Lk Ib. of Rice to 6 lps. of Flour is above .hree
